Ehe Records Began With Abraham and 


Were Collected by Ezra—It Was Born 
In the IJttlc Land of Cauaan—Conquered 


/ Israel's Gift to the World. 


New discoveries about the Bible are 


being made almost daily. The religious 
world is startled every now and then 
by the announcement that some old 
manuscript has been found or some clay 
tablet corroborating Biblical history has 
been deciphered. The last few years 
have been especially notable for remark- 
nble finds, not the least of which has 
been a single leaf of papyrus bearing a 
few sayings of Jesus—logia, as they" 
have been called. 
These discoveries 


arouse a questioning frame of mind. 
We ask, now did we get the Bible, 
whence did it come, what was the 
method of its transmission 
to us? 


Learned volumes have been written, but 
only scholars read them. One of the 
latest of these is by Dr. William A. 
Ooppinger, but it is so expensive a vol- 
ame—only 150 copies have been printed 
for sale—that few can read it, even if 
they would. The much talked of poly- 
chrome Bible, edited by leading Biblical 
scholars of the world, is an answer to 
this demand. Still, the question, how 
did the Bible come down to us? ought 
to be answered briefly, so that the mass- 
es of the people can read and under- 
stand. It is irreverent to the Bible and 
the inspired men who gave us this 
world classic—the classic—dealing with 
the eternal theme of the relation be- 
tween man and God to think of it as a 
ready made volume, dropped down from 
heaven bound and gilt edged. 


The Bible was born in the little land 


of Canaan as the weary caravan, led by 
Abraham from Ur of the 
Chaldees, 


pitched its tents and the patriarch wrote 
down the promises of the Eternal on 
the palm leaves which he found at hand. 
This was more than 4,000 years ago, 
and that writing was in use so early is 
proved by inscriptions found on Egyp- 
tian steles or Assyrian tablets 
from 


6,000 to 8,000 years old. 


The records kept by Abraham and 


his immediate descendants undoubtedly 
formed the basis of the book of Genesis 
and the earlier chapters of Exodus, to 
be later utilized by the hand of Moses 
and his successors. With the advent of 
this great legislator of the Hebrews the 
nation was formed, with his legislation 
as its heart and center. It is probable 
that Moses wrote his portion of the Bi- 
ble upon the linen used for such pur- 
poses in Egypt, for many large pieces 
of this linen covered with hieroglyphic 
writing have come down to us wrapped 
around mummies. The inscriptions are 
still legible. The Pentateuch was the 
nucleus of our Bible, the only Bible 
known to the Hebrews for many gener- 
ations. Tt was written in the ancient 
Ibri character, closely resembling the 
Phoenician, as proved by the Siloam in- 
scription discovered near Jerusalem and 
some ancient coins which have been 
found." Leaders like Joshua, Gideon and 
Samuel were needed in the promised 
land. Singers and prophets, too, arose, 
and the scribes of the leaders recorded 
what was done. The poets wrote down 
their best songs. The prophets' words 
were treasured up by their disciples and 
followers. The official records were kept 
in tbe national archives, and tbe songs 
of the poets and the speeches of the 
prophets were passed from hand to 
band. When the kingdom was divided, 
records were certainly kept both in the 
southern kingdom of Judah and tbe 
northern kingdom of Israel. But much 
of the earlier literature was forgotten 
in the catastrophe of tbe destruction of 
the kingdoms of Israel and Judah, and 
the exiles refused to sing the songs of 
Zion as they "sat by the waters of Ba- 
bel and wept." When at last the term 
of exile was over and some of the more 
devoted Jews returned to rebuild the 
walls and temple of Jerusalem, tbe law 
had to bo brought back to them. 


Ezra, was the man for this work, and 


he and his coadjutors, the elders, col 
leoted the scattered records of earlier 
days and made the first canon of the 
Pentateuch. They wrote it in a new 
Bcript—Kethav Ashuris, the Assyrian 
or square character brought back from 
Babylon with them — and read and 
taught it to the people. By this time, 
some of the speeches delivered by tbe 
prophets of the exile, the second Isaiah 
and bis disciples, had become so dear to 
the hearts of tbe people that they were 
esteemed as classics. Some had preserv- 
ed the addresses of the earlier prophets, 
and gradually a second set of accepted 
writings was added to tbe law. The 
older songs, too, were found again, and 
new singers were inspired for the serv- 
ice of the new temple, and the book of 
Psalms became its bymnbook. 


Tbe proverbs of the nation were col- 


lected by various hands. Other books 
were found or written as late as the sec- 
ond century before the Christian era. 
The book of Daniel, for instance, was 
composed to inspire a people, fainting 
under Syrian oppression, for the Macca- 
bean revolution. And all this later lit- 
erature wa3 struggling for acceptance 
into the Bible until the canon of. the 
Old Testament as we now have it was 
established in the first century of our 
era by the rabbinical school of Palestine. 
As tbe nation Israel sunk under the 
waves of Roman conquest the Jewish 
spirit held the Old Testament aloft as 
its gift to the world.—Olifton Hardy 
Levy in Review of Reviews.

For some reason not yet explained 


Nevada seems to get more than its 
quota ot abase from the moral (?) gold 
press of the country. 
This State 


licensed physical culture contests a 
year ago and Fitzsimmons and Oorbett, 
two professional athletes, met in the 
arena at Carson and thumped each 
other for the world's championship. 
Those who witnessed the event say it 
was not aa brutal as a football game 
and the principals were apparently 
none the worse for the blows which 
they received from each other's gloved 
fists. 
Though events of a similar 


character were of daily occurrence in 
New York, Philadelphia and other 
eastern cities Nevada alone was cen- 
sured for permitting glove contests be- 
tween athletes in its territory. 


Again some months ago a murderer 


of whose guilt there was no doubt, waa 
taken from the county jail of Douglas 
county, Nevada, and lynched. 
A re- 


ward up to the limit fixed by the stat- 
utes, was offered for the arrest of the 
lyuchers or any one of them, A spec- 
ial Grand Jury was impaneled to in- 
vestigate the case and a special attor- 
ney appointed to procure evidence 
against the lynohers'and prosecute 
them in the courts. The Grand Jury 
failed to indict and the cry went np 
from all parts of the country that law- 
lessness was rampant in Nevada and 
that the name of the State should be 
wiped off the map of the United States. 


Recently five men, charged with 


murder, were imprisoned in the county 
jail at Versailles in the truly good 
State of Indiana. 
A mob broke into 


the jail, took out the prisoners and 
lynched them. 
Of course the news 


papers that denounced Nevada had lit- 
tle to say in condemnation of the In- 
diana lynching. They professed to be- 
lieve that the men who took the law in 
their own hands would have to answer 
for their rash act in the offended 
courts and atone for their misdeeds in 
the Penitentiary if not on the scaffold 
Now mark the outcome of the Ver 
sailles lynching. The authorities re 
port that the evidence shows that the 
five men broke jail and hanged them- 
selves. 
g£Tbat double discounts anything o: 
the kind in the annals of Nevada, but 
as it happened east of the Mississipp 
river and not in tbe benighted west, 
tbe gold press of the great east merely 
mentions the incident and no attempt 
will be made to obliterate the name of 
Indiana from the map of the republic. 


It makes a great difference with 


eastern moralists in their criticisms of 
events whether the events transpire in 
the enlightened east or in "the wild 
and wooly west," as they are pleased to 
designate that part of Uncle Sam's 
domain where the people do not bow 
down to Hanna and worship the great 
Ohio juggernaut. 


IN case of war, Consul General Fitz- 


hugh Lee will be placed in command 
of the American troops in Cuba with 
rank of Major General. This will fire 
the heart of the South and with Union 
men and Confederates fighting a com- 
mon enemy side by side all the bitter 
memories of the civil war will be for- 
gotten.

COINAGE 


IN 


A Senate resolution required the 


Secretary of the Treasury to famish a 
statement relative to the coinage of 
standard silver dollars from bullion 
purchased under the provisions of the 
Act of July 14, 1890, commonly called 
the Sherman Act. In reply Secretary 
Gage states that the total amount, cost 
and coinage valae in standard silver 
dollars of bullion purchased under the 
Sherman Act, is as follows : 


"Fine ounces purchased, 168,674,682, 


cost, $155,901,002; coinage value, $218,- 


084.438." 


From August 13,1890, to November 


1, 1892, there were coined from this 
bullion 36,087,255 standard dollars, 
containing 27,911,259 ounces of silver, 
which cost theOovernment $29,110,186, 
giving a profit of $6,977,098. From this 
profit there waa paid for express 
charges on silver dollars, which were 
then exchanger! for gold or greenbacks, 
$77,175, and the remainder was paid 
into tbe Treasury. From February 1, 
1892, to February 1,1898, there were 
coined from 
the bullion 37,735,571 


standard dollars, at a profit of $11,812,- 
655 to the Government. As the Treas- 
ury Department rescinded the order 
to pay expressage on silver dollars 
from the Sub-Treasury to merchants, 
manufacturers and banks, which de- 
sired to exchange gold or greenbacks 
for them, the whole $11,812,655 seignior- 
age or profit on the coinage of standard 
dollars since November 1, 1892, has 
gone into the Treasury. The balance 
of the silver bullion purchased under 
the Sherman Act and yet uncoined 
amounts to 111,513,746 ounces. This 
cost the Government $100,835,363, and 
its coinage value is $141,179,389, which 
will give the Government a profit or 
seigniorage of $43,344,025. The Gov- 
ernment paid for this silver Treasury 
notes, which are redeemable in stand- 
ard 
dollars, 
and 
the 
Secretary 


of 
the 
Treasury 
is empowered 


to coin the bullion into such dol- 
lars to redeem the notes. Instead of 
doing that, however, and benefltting 
the Treasury to the extent of $43,344,- 
0213, the Treasury Department redeems 
the Treasury notes in gold, and issues 
interest-bearing bonds to replenish 
the supply of gold when it deems it 
necessary. That is the policy of the 
gold men, and everything indicates 
that they will adhere to it so long as 
the members of the money trust and 
other trusts furnish money to buy 
enough purchasable votes to keep 
them in power.

TO BEGINNERS IN FICTION. 


Good Advice For Those Who Attempt to 


Write Books. 


Bead up on United States history— 


you will get some useful information 
anyway—and see what you can do with 
that. Don't take your scene from France 
or Italy, where you have never been. 
Home is nearer and just aa good. If 
you can light upon an idea which has 
not been done to death, or a situation 
unhackneyed or unfamiliar, make the 
most of it. New England has been so 
run upon that it affords material only 
to a few experts. The middle states and 
those between the Ohio and the Book- 
ies, locally speaking, are a poor literary 
field, but the south and far west are not 
worked out yet. Avoid dialect; as a 
mam reliance its day is done. Avoid 
"hifalutin," spread eagle and riproar- 
ing ktyles; they are of the yet remoter 
past. Find ontwhat your bent is, if you 
have any, and what you have to say, if 
anything; if not, seek other pursuits. 
Remember that a poor story or essay is 
of less value than a peck of inferior ap 
pies, and that the author of a bad novel 
is entitled to no more respect than a 
shoemaker or a farmer who does not 
understand his business. The pioneern 
of our literature may have done what 
now seems poor work, but they knew 
no better then and had nothing better— 
they were pioneers, and as such entitled 
to a place in history—but nobody is go- 
ing to write tbe history of the multifa- 
rious literary efforts of our time that 
come to nothing. 


Whatever you do take pains with it. 


Try at least to write good English. 
Learn to criticise and correct your work. 
Put your best into every sentence. If 
you are too lazy and careless to do that, 
better go into trade or politics. It is 
easier to become a congressman or mil- 
lionaire than a real author, and we 
have too many bad story tellers as it ia 
—Lippincott's Magazine.

Origin of Onr Coin Motto, 


Mr. Preston, Director of the Mint, 


gives the origin of the motto, "In God 
We Trust," which is stamped on out 
coins. He aays : 


"It appears the first suggestion ot 


such a motto came probably from W. 
R, Watkinson of Ridleyville, Pa., who 
signed himself 'a minister of the gos- 
pel.' His letter to Secretary Cbaae on 
the subject was dated Nove-nber IS, 
1861 
The mottoes suggested were 


;0ur Country, Our God,' and 'God Our 
Trust.' In reply the Secretary wrote : 
'I approve of your mottoes, only sug- 
gesting that the first should read, 'Our 
God and Oar Country,' and that the 
motto on the shield should be changed 
so as to read, instead of 'God Our 
Trust,' 'In God We Trust.' In accord- 
ance with an Act passed April 22,1804, 
the motto, 'In God We Tiust,' was 
placed on the new bronza two-cent 
piece, and since then on other coins."

"Recollections of Washington and

tury by Martha Littlefield Phillips. 
They -were taken down from T;he lips of 
the author's grandmother, -who was the 
youngest daughter of General Nathan- 
ael Greene. The following is one of fee 
stories : 
"During my life at Dnngeness a cir- 


cumstance occurred there of some his- 
toric and scientific interest and in re- 
gard to which much erroneous state- 
ment has been made. I refer to the in- 
vention of the cotton gin by Eli Whit- 
ney and my mother's connection with 
it. The facts, briefly stated, were about 
as follows: While spending the previ- 
ous summer at Newport, B. I , niy 
mother became acquainted with Mr. 
Whitney and grew muon interested in 
the outcome of the experiments he' was 
then making in the interest of his pro 
jected gin. To assist m his enterprise, 
my mother invited him to spend the 
following winter at Dungeness, where 
an abundance of cotton and quiet could 
be assured. Mr. Whitney accordingly 
came to Dungeness, and diligently pur- 
sued his experiments, a room in the 
fifth story having been specially fitted 
for his use as an inventor. One morn- 
ing he descended headlong into the 
drawing room, where a number of 
guests were assembled and excitedly 
exclaimed, 'The victory is mine!' In 
deep 'sympathy with him the guests 
and hostess went with him to his work- 
shop. Whitney set his model in motion. 
For a few moments the miniature saws 
revolved without hindrance and the 
separation of the seed from the cotton 
wool was successfully accomplish, but 
after a little the saws clogged with lint, 
the wheel stopped, and poor Whitney 
was in despair.

Morals and Sex. 


Whatever the Tnrveydrops of the 


moral world may have to say about the 
necessity for elevating moral deport- 
ment on the part of "wooman, bewitch- 
ing wooman," I hive never been able to 
see any indubitable intent in nature her- 
self toward binding them over to any 
higher moral stardards than she does 
men.

Possibly women were intended by their

Planted 
as they usually are, in a situation where 
they are exposed to the sun a major 
portion of the day, the soil dries out 
very rapidly, and plenty of water 
should be given when necessary. la the 
event of red spiders attacking the foli- 
age of the tender sorts of annuals, a 
daily syringing will quickly eradicate 
the pests. To induce a low, bushy 
growth in annuals, cut the tips of the 
runners. Hardy vines, such as wistari- 
as, honeysuckles, etc., when not grow- 
ing too rapidly, can be trimmed with 
little or no injury.—Woman's Home 
Companion.
